Even if 
he is blessed with rank and promotion, he is 
still on the tread wheel. He cannot stand 
sull. The same objects—the same desire of 
advancement to higher posts of honor—are 
still before him. One round of the ladder only 
brings a higher one within bis reach. Which 
of our Presidents has in his earliest career made 
that place his aim ? 

The Presidency might seem the acme of de- 
|sire under our government. To be the chief 
magistrate of a nation in the first rank of the 
powers of carth is no mean place. ‘To be the 
elected ruler of a free people, placed by them in 
the highest office cr their gift, isa noble ambi- 
tion. Yet what brings the place, the honor, 
the trust to the incumbent? Not one but has 
hailed the day of his release from the white 
palace which the nations munificence has pro- 
vided. 

It was frankly stated by the Hon. John Q. 
Adams, in one of his Congressional speeches, 
that the four years during which he cecupied 
the Presidential chair, were the most unhappy 
four years of his life. And speaking of Mr. 

Van Buren, a contemporary well observes that 
the White House is a famuus place to grow old 
in. Nothing short of debilitating sickness 
could have made so old a man of the spruce 
looking apparently young widower, as his four 
years holding of the reins of government has 
made him. The chair is one of multiplied 
cares and vexations, and just in proportion to 
‘the eminence of the honors acquired, are the 
harrassing duties to perform, the perplexities to 
be solved.

To acquaint himself with 
his duties, or act his part at the ballot box, a 
man need not be nothing else than a_ politician. 
The best citizens and the safest repositories of 
political power, are those men who are good 
men in private as well as in public, and who 
show, by their attention to, and management of 
their business, their capacity to deal well ‘ with 
state affairs.’ Such a man’s happiness is not 


staked upon an election ; such a man’s welfare | 


is based upon better assurance than the chance 
of popular majorities. If successful, he rejoices 
inthe progress of truth; if defeated, he has 
still an occupation and a name in the quiet

Remarnxasrie Case or INranticipe.—A very 
remarkable case of murder was recently tried 
at the Wells’ Assizes, England, involving some 
grave and peculiar considerations.

He honored me with the assurance that he shall 
comment in future upon my epistles to you ;— 
great good may grow out of his labors, to me 
and the public; for, from the tenor of his acet- 
ic criticism, [ have no doubt he is a powerful 
and profound writer, and looks deep into the 
writings of men. I hope he wont annihilate 
poor x. at one blow. 

Boston was visited with a large fire, on Satur- 
day morning last. ‘Trull’s extensive Distillery 
with three dwelling houses were burnt, loss es- 
timated at $50,000. The value of a fire safe 
was shown by the fact, that Messrs. Barnard 
and Trull’s was taken out of the fire slightly 
scorched, having been exposed to the devouring 
element about six hours. The whole was doubt- 
less the work of an incendiary, as a man was 
noticed emerging from the premises of the Dis- 
tillery about five minutes before the fire was 
discovered.

tree, and was killed instantly. 

The Transcript notices the death of the ven- 
erable Nathaniel Emmons, D. D., of Franklin, 
in your county, aged ninety-six years—proba- 
bly the oldest clergyman in the United States, |

Yale College. Dr. Emmons was settled as the 
pastor of the Church in Franklin sixty-seven 
years since. He has been famous, I believe, asa_ 
Hopkinsion leader. 

A murderous assault has recently been made 
on the editor of the Boston Morning Herald by 
ason of Mr Pelby, of the National Theatre. 
The brutal attack was made in conzequence of 
the appearance of an article in the Herald of 
Friday last, condemning some of the proceed- 
ings of the theatre. Theeditor is dangerously 
injured, and the affair has caused no little ex- 
citement. Pelby has not yet been arrested.

trald, by Wm. R. Pelby, a.son of the manacer | 


of the National Theatre. It seems Mr. English. 
like an independent editor, had commented 
rather severely on the performances _of the 
house, and that this bullying son went into the 


office of the Herald and demanded an expla- 


The editor, of course, would not be 
browbeaten, and Pelby, without warning, gave 
him a blow which felled him to the floor. 
continued beating him and stamping upon bis 
breast and ribs, till some of the neighbors at- 


tracted by the noise, interfered, and dragged the | 


assailant away. 

The Boston ‘Times in continuation of this affair, 
says: 

M:. English, upon examination, was found to 
be seriously injured. His collar and vest were 
covered with blood, which had gushed from his 
mouth, nose, and ears! His lower jaw was 
dislocated, and was much swollen, and other 
parts of his mouth and face were bruised and 
disfigured. But the most dangerous injury was 
inflicted on his stomach and ribs. During the 
whole afternoon he suffered much pain in his 
left side, raised blood from his lungs, and was 
exceedingly weak and feeble. He was taken 
immediately before the Police Court, entered 
a complaint against his assailant, and a warrant 
was issued for his arrest. Mr. English then 
suffered so much from his wound and injuries 
that it was necessary to take him directly to 
his lodgings, where it is feared he will be con- 
fined for some weeks. 


The Herald, in giving an account of the whole 
matter, adds the following in relation to the senior 
Pelby :— 

It is a singular fact that this individual for 
several years past, has always resorted to per- 
sonal violence, or a personal quarrel for the 
settlement of any difficulty or the enforcement 
of any wish. Scarce a month has passed that 
has not brought to our ears‘the tidings of some 
act of injustice committed by Mr. Pelby—with 
actors, members of his stock company, he has 
frequently quarrelled; his scene painter, Charles 
Lehr, Esq., received severe injuries in that 


theatre—and even Stars have not, as it would | 


seem, been secure. Jn the fall of 1838, accom- 
panied by a friend, he proceeded late one night 
to the Lafayette Hotel, where he called Mr. 
Davenport from his bed and committed an as- 
sault upon him, for which he would have been 
complained of, had he not the next day sent an 
apology, and adjusted some pecuniary matters 
with Mr. Davenport. 


«FOREIGN NEWS. 


The steamship Great Western arrived at 
New York on Sunday afternoon last, from 
Bristol, bringing Bristol papers to the 12th, 
and from London to the 11th.

As the most important elections ever known 
in the history of our country is close at hand, I) 
have thoucht that a few remarks on the qual- | 
ication of voters in this Commonwealth would 
not be unacceptable to the readers of your pa- 
per. The Constitution of Massachusetts says, 
“ Every male citizen of twenty-one years of 
age and upwards (except paupers and persons 
under guardianship) who shall have resided 
within the Commonwealth one year, and within 
the town or distriet in which he mayclaim a 
right to vote, six calendar months rext prece- 
ding any election of Governor, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, Senators or Representatives, and who 
shall have paid by himself or his parent, mas- 
ter or guardian, any State or county tax which 
shall within two years next preceding such 
election, have been assessed upon him in any 
town or district in this Commonwealth ; and 
also every citizen who shall be by law exempt- 
ed from taxation, and who shall be in all other 
respects qualified as above mentioned, shall 
have a rightto vote in such election of Govern- 
or, Lieutenant Governor, Senators and Repre- 
sentatives ; and no other person shall be enti- 
ved to vote in such elections.” Different views, 
equally honest, have been taken at times, in 
relation to what constituted a residence, and 
the time of payment of the tax fora legal right 
to vote at the elections. Some interesting de- 
cisions on these points may be found in the re- 
ports of contested elections in the House of 
Representatives of this Commonwealth from 
1780 to 1834 inclusive.

It was the recent opinion I believe of Pliny 
Merrick, Esq. (District Attorney of a section 
of Massachusetts,) that in whatever part of the 
State a man’s family resided permanently, 
there and there only was the place he could 
vote, although absent from his family most of 
the year. This rule is applicable only to mar- 
ried men. “ Persons whose taxes by reason of 
age, infirmity or poverty are abated, or who for 
those reasons are omitted to be taxed, by the 
assessors, are not citizens exempied by law from 
taxation within the intention of the third arti- 
cle of the amendments to the Constitution, and 
therefore are not entitled to vote without pay- 
ing taxes. Assessors have no authority under 
the tax acts, arbitrarily to exclude aged and 
poor persons from the right of voting by an 
omission or abatement of their taxes. Such 
omission or abatement must be with the con- 
sent of the person expressed or implied, omitted 
to be taxed or whose tax is abated. If such |

THE LAW OF INNKEEPERS 
An Innholder is one who keeps a house, 
|open, publicly, for the lodging and entertain- 
ment of travellers and passengers, their atten- 
jdants and beasts, fer a reasonable compensa- 
ition. Tavern and hote!-keepers are included 
‘in this description. Also, if one provides only 
lodging and entertainment for persons, having 
‘no stable, he is still an innkeeper; but the ex- 
jtent of the accommodation is often regulated 
iby statute law. Jt is not material in respect to 
‘his dutiesand responsibilities. whether the Inn- 
‘keeper have any sign before his door or not, if 
jhe make it his business to entertain travellers. 
| A house, merely for lodging strangers during a 
|short season at a watering-place, is not held to 
be a public Inn; nor is a mere boarding or 
|lodging-house where the keeper makes a spe- 
lcial contract with every man that comes. 
| Itis the duty of an Innkeeper, in the first 
place. to receive and entertain all travellers and 
sojourners, for a reasonable compensation. 
| This duty is imperative, under the penalty of 
'renderina r damages to the partyaggrieved ; and 
nothing will excuse its performance, but want 
| of accommodations arising from numerousness 
of guests already received. But he is not re- 
quired to furnish a room to be used as a ware- 
| house for depositing goods and showing them 
to customers. “he Innkeeper is, also, bound 
‘to take charge of the baggage of his guest ; for 
he is responsible for all the cuesi's movenble 
goods and chattles, money, deeds, obligations 
(and choses in action, placed within the Inn or 
at the usual place for such goods, though not 
strictly within the Inn, and whether the guest, 
acquainted him that the goods were there, or 
did not. It is required of the Innkeeper totake 


not merely common and ordinary care, but the 
utmost care, of the coods of his guest; so that 


if they be damaged in his Inn or stolen, by his 
servants or domestics, or by another stranger 
‘guest, or by a person unknown, he is bound to 
make restitution ; no excuse for the Innkeeper, 
that the guest took the key of his lodging-cham- 
ber and himself left the door open. 

But if the Innkeeper requires the guest to 
leave his goods in a particular chamber under 
a lock and key, undertaking then to warrant 
iheir safety but not otherwise. and the guest 
leaves them elsewhere; or if the guest takes a 
room to himself for a warehouse to deposit his 
goods in, or to show them to customers; or if 
instead of confiding them to the Innkeeper, he 
of choice commits them to the custody of anoth- 
er person who is living at the Inn; or takes 
upon himself exclusicely the custody of his 
goods ; or by his own neglect exposes them to 
peril ; or if the goods be stolen by the servant 
‘orcompanion of the guest himself, in either of 
these cases the Innkeeper is exonerated. ‘The 
loss of goods at an Inn is however presumptive 
evidence of negligence on the part of the Inn- 
keeper and it rests on him always, if he would 
exonerate himself, to by positive proof 
that the loss did not happen by means of any 
; person for whom he was responsible. 
|} This extraordinary responsibility of an Inn- 
keeper does not extend to the goods of a nei: gh-

bor or friend, who is_ no traveller. but comes to 
the Inn at the request of the Innkeeper and

who comes to an Inn upon a special contract to 
board ; for they are not deemed in law guests.

for longer, he 1s still a guest. And, also, ifa 


itraveller leaves his horse at an Inn but lodges 
elsewhere. 3ut not if ke leaves for 
{which the Innkeeper receives no compensation. 
Nor does the Innkeeper’s liability extend to 
jany injury to the person of the guest happen- 
jing without his co-operation or concert ? 
| ‘To secure the payment of a reasonable com- 
| pensation for these duties and responsibilities, 
.the Innkeeper has a ier to retain the goods of 
{his guests. Though, it is said that, the horse 
| of a guest can be de ied only for his own 
‘meal, and not for the meal and expenses of the 
| guest.—Doston Times.

At least he would have to pay such a rate 
of exchange as would take off a Jarge portion of 
| his profits, if he could negociate the paper at 
all. Therefore, he can only turn his capital 
twice in the year instead of half a dozen times, 
and he must either buy his shoes at lower pri- 
ces, or he must sell them at higher prices, io 
make up for this inactivity of capital—probably 
he does both. Mr. Walker does not suffer be- 
cause he has as much capital as he can use, but 
‘how is it with the manofacturer and the con- 
‘sumer? One of them has to selj cheaper and 
the other to buy dearer, and both these clips 
come out of the laboring men. 

And how is it with men cf small capital ? 
Take a shoe dealer in Boston with ten thous- 
‘and dollars in money. This would be consid- 
ered a pretty capital, and with the Bank facili- 
ties we once had would enable a man to drive 
a very profitable trade. He could turn his 
money six times a year, and with a profit of 


ten per cent. make in gross six thousand dol- 
lars. Take from this his bad debts and expen- 


ses and he might have four thousand dollars 
left for interest on his capital and his own ser- 
vices. But now he can turn his capital but 
twice, because he must wait for his payments 
to fall due, and in order to make his four thou- 


isand. he must realise twenty-five instead of ten 
per cent. profit. 


Then asto the purchaser. Instead of mak- 
ing his payments at home as he formerly did, 
he has to remit his money to Boston, because, 
his paper being perfectly unavailable, Mr. 
Walker will not take it payable elsewhere. He 
therefore, buys very sparingly, fearing his atul- 
ity to remit when his note falls due, and for 

‘what he does buy he has to pay a heavy rate 
| of exchange, to procure something that will pass 
‘current here when he makes a remittance. 

| Thus then it appears, that aithough Mr. 
Walker gets his remittances promptiy, and 
| without loss, other men of smaller capital, must 
‘either suffer or charge more than double the 
| profit they formerly did, which they will pinch 
out of the manufacturers, and they again out 
of the laborers; while the western purchaser is 
crippled in his business, confined to a much 
smaller amount in his sales and has to pay a 
| great rate of exchange when he makes a remit- 
tance—for which losses he indemuifies him- 
iself by charging a much higher price to the 
‘western consumer, who consequently, wears 
shoes less and goes barefoot more. 


The plain and necessary result i$ this. Mr. 
| Walker, who has as much capital as he can use 
and would not ask for bank facilities if they 
were ever so plenty, gets twenty-five per cent. 
| profit instead of ten per cent. Menof moderate 
‘means, for wantof Bank facilities in the domes- 
tic exchanges, find it difficult to hold their own ; 
the western laborer and farmer hare to pay 
higher prices for their shoes and curtail their 
consumption of them ; and the manufacturer is 
obliged to reduce the quantity made in con- 
formity with the diminished demand—to sell 
|at lower prices, and to cut down the wages of 
labor in conformity. 


| The length and breadth of the whole matter 
|is, that capital will have its profit, the merchant 
{will have his profit, and every thing that goes 
'to embarrass trade, to produce inactivity tn 
capital, and disturb the course of exchanges, 
| strikes at labor, tending to make the rich richer 
and the poor poorer. While every thing that 
goes to increase the facilities of trade, to pro~ 
mote the activity of capital, and to keep the ex~ 
changes uniform, low and regular, creates high 
prices to the manufacturer, high wages to the 
i{aborer, and low prices tothe consumer. The

ded to canvass their merits. Mr. Van Buren 
ought to be chosen without ridicule to his vet- 
eran competitor. He is wanting in candor not 
to admit, that General Harrison has many ex- 
alted virtues. But still I give my humble pref- 
erence to Mr. Van Buren as the President of 
the nation, because I “ believe him eminently

While the laws otherwise facilitated di- 
vorce to the husband, they did not require the 
proof of frailty on the part of the wife. But if 
she had a mind to leave her husband, on plea 
of mieconduct, she was compelled te give ina 
separation bill to the archon, with her own 
name, and not by proxy ; an act always odious 
to the free women of Athens, who were unused 
to appear in public.—Lady Morgan's Woman

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS. 

As the Election of President has been the all-absorb- 
ing subject of public thought of late, the following re- 
cord, from the Exeter News Letter, regarding the elec- 
tion of past Presidents may possess some interest. 

In the first election of President in 1789, 
there was no candidate but Gen. Washington, 
who was unanimously elected, the whole num- 
ber of votes being 69. 

In 1793, there was no opposition to the re- 
election of Gen. Washington, who received the 
unanimous vote of the 132 electors. 

In 1797, Gen. Washington having declined 
a re-election, John Adams of Massachusetts, 
and Thomas Jefferson of Virginia, were the 
opposing candidates for the Presidency. The 
whole number of voies was 138. Mr. Jeffer- 
son received 68,and Mr. Adams having 70 was 
elected. This wasa close contest, but was con- 
ducted in a manner very different from the 
contests which have succeeded it. 

In 1801, the candidates were the same as 
before, Adams and Jefferson. Mr. Adamsere- 
ceived 65 votes, and Mr. Jefferson had 73-—-the 
whole number of votes being 188.

In 1817, Rufus King of New York, had 34. 


votes, and James Monroe of Virginia, had 1893, 
and was elected. 

In 1821, the whole number of yates was 232, 
of which number Mr. Monroe had 221, and was 
re-elected. One vote was cast in the Electoral 
College of New Hampshire for J. Q Adams 

In 1925, the whole number of electoral 
votes was 26], and they were divided as fol- 
lows :—Henry Clay of Kentucky, had 37; Wm. 
H. Crawford of Georgia, 41 ; John Q. Adams 
of Massachusetts, Sl, and Andrew Jackson of 
Tennessee, 99. The election devolved on the 
House of Representatives, and Mr. Adams was 
chosen. 

In 1829, Mr. Adams and Gen. Jackson were 
the candidates. The whole number of votes 
was 261. Mr. Adams had §3, and Gen. Jack- 
son having 178, was elected. 

In 1833,the whole numberof votes was 286. 
Wm. Wirtof Maryland had 7, (the votes of Ver- 
mont,) J. Floyd had 11, (the votes of South 
Carolina.) Mr. Clay bad 49; and Gen. Jack- 


son had 219, and was elected. 


In 1837, the whole number of votes was 294. |

Bostos, Nov. 18, 1840. 

The great contest is over for the chief ma- 
gistracy, and William Henry Harrison is elect- 
ed the President of the United States for four 
years from the 4th of March next, by a large 
inajority, indicating almost a complete political 
revolution in our country. The democratic 
party are outnumbered but not conquered ; as 
true republicans they are bound to submit to 
the will of the majority ; it is one of their car- 
dinal principles and it will be sacredly observed. 
So far as we can bear, and from whig presses 
too, the administration party have manifested 


a cheerful spirit under their temporary defeat, | 


that exhibits them in deed and in truth the true 
republicans of the land. The principles of de- 
mocracy are immortal, they are as dear to the 
now minority party as before the election—they 
are based on the immutable principles of trath 
and will live forever. As the glorious orb of 
day is sometimes obscured by clouds that beset 
its diurnal track, so the great truths of democ- 
racy may be dimmed for a season.

MASSACHUSETTS CURRENCY. 

The Rev. Joseph B. Felt, a member of the Massa- 
chusetts Historica! Society, has published a vyolunie 
containing a Historical Account of the Massachusetts 
Currency, from the first-settlement of this countsy to 
the present time. 


It appears that the early settlers were much 
in the habit of barter, and they often made 
some particular article a substitute for coin. 
In 1635, musket balls passed currently for far- 
things, and in the Fe days of Virginia, to- 
bacco would purchase the most valuable com- 
reodity. From one hundred and fifty to two 
hundred pounds of it bought many a good wile. 
The natives bartered skins for such goods as 
they wanted ; and pieces of clamshell, strung 
together, by the name of wampum. were cur- 
rent, six for apenny. This aboriginal medium 
of currency was in confoymity to the still more 
ancient manner. The early method of estima- 
ting articles of property in Italy was by cat- 
tle; hence the word pecunia, from pecus, a 
flock, which has been translated money. Pliny 
informs us that the first coin of the Latins was 
stamped with a cow; and we read in Humer, 
that the golden armor of Glaneous was estima-

To show what money or its equivalent would 
command in travelling, the subsequent injunc- 
tion ig offered : ‘ No person that keeps an or- 
dinary (tavern or eating hause) shall take 
above six pence a meal for a person, and not 
above one penny for an ale-quart of beer, out 
of meal time, under the penalty of ten shillings 
for every offence either of diet or beer.* 


Ip 1688, the pay of a representative to the 
general court was two shillings, and six pence 
a day. 

As cattle were circulating medium, it beeame 
requisite that provision should be made for 
transporting them to Boston for the payment of 
public rates. It was, therefore, enacted, that if 
‘they be weary or hungry, or fell sick or lame, 
it shall be lawful ta refresh them for a compe- 
tent time in any open place, thas is not corn, 
meadow, or inelosed for some particular use.’ 
Governor Winthrop relates a bumorous anee- 
dete between one Rowloy and his servant, 
‘The master being forced to selJ a pair of oxen 
to pay his servant bis wages, told his servant 
he could keep him ao longer, not knowing how 
ta pay him nextyear. ‘The servant answered, 
he could serve bim for more ef hia eattle. * But 
what shall | do,” saith the master, ‘ when all 
my cattle are gone? The servant replied, 
‘ you shall then serve me, and so you may have 
your cattle again !” 

The prizes of cattle in 1646, were as follows. 
Swine above a year old, twenty sbillinga ; heif- 
ers of one or two years old, thirty; sheep a 
year old, thirty ; heifers two or three years, 
fifty ; eows of four years. one hundred; oxen 
of four years, one hundred and twenty-six ; and 
horses of four years, one hundred and forty 
shillings.

Bostos, Dec. 4, 1840.

Public sentiment on the 
subject of slavery is daily becoming more mani- 
ifesi—-advocates for its abolition are every where 
increasing. Slavery is a sin of the deepest 
dye, an evil that for the honor of the age, 
should soon exist only in the history of the 
past. One sixth of the inhabitants of the only 
self-governed nation on the globe, the land of 
Columbia and Liberty—of equal rights and 
equul laws—are held in vassalage ty their fel- 
low men. 


lic. We boast of our institutions of equality 


—weclaimto be a democracy of numbers— 


we glory in eur land of liberty—we acknow!l- 
edve in the very caption of our Constitution that 
ellinen are born free and equal,and yet the 
recording angel of Heaven, registers three 
millions of slaves in our country ; beings, hu- 
man beings, bought and sold in the market like 
cattle, merchandize, chattels. Well can we 
say that humanity weeps at this besetting sin 
ofthe nation,and the Supreme Ruler of the 
universe will demand a righteous retribution 

The question of universal emancipation will 
be met, ere four annua! suns have risen and 
set, on political grounds; its merits will ap- 
proach the ballot box, and here the cause of the 
slave will triumph.if it triamph atall.

Preservinc Winter Apres. The secret 
of preserving winter apples depends greatly 
upon doing every thing well as weil as upon 
the mode. 

The apples having been carefully picked, and 
greut care should be exercised in this particu- 
lar, as rotting generally commences at bruises, 
they are to be carefully Inid in the barrels, very 
geatly shaken down, and when the head is put 
in, it should press upon them sufficiently to 
prevent all rattling when the barrels are remo- 
ved. This pressure never injures 
causes them to rot, 1f the barrels are nat open- 
ed before the apples are needed for use. A 
layer of strawis found to do more injury than 
cood. The barrels should then be placed on 
the north side of a building, or the cvolest 
plere to be obtained, protected from rain by 
boards, until the approach of very severe 
weather, when they are to be removed to the 
cellar, where they shouid remain undisturbed 
until needed for use. ‘The cooler apples can be 
kept without freezing. the less liable are they 
to decay.— New Genesee Farmer.

PIFFERENCE IN MINDS. 

The question is often asked, ‘are all minds 
originally alike 2? Itis certain that every per- 
eon has the same appetites, passions, and intel- 
lectual powers. 
in the number and kind of operations that each 
mind ts capable of performing, as there is in the 
number of bones and muscles in the body, and 
in the variety of their motions. Though all 
minds have the same faculties, yet we never 
find two precisely alike. In different persons, 
different passions or appetites gain the ascen- 
dancy, and give a peculiar complexion to the 
whole mind. The character of an individual 
mind may be effected by its occupation, by the 
scenery with which it is conversant. by cli- 
mate, by associates, and by a veriety of circum- 
stances. Hence, if all minds were originally 
alike, they would begin to be dissimilar in their 
first developements. But you will ask whether 
circumstances occasion all the difference, or 
whether there is a difference previous to any 
influence ah ertra? This question throws us 
back to the character of the mind previous to 
its outward manifestation. What it was before 
we bave evidence of its existence we cannot 
tell. The intellectual, as well as the moral 
tree, is known by its fruits. There is one fact, 
however, that renders it very probable that all 
minds are not precisely alike in original 
strength and capacity. Children belonging to 
the same family, having the same teachers, and 
in almost every respect influenced by the same 
circumstances, differ as widely in intellect as 
those residing in different quarters of the 
globe. I have thought that ‘he same thing is 
analogically proved by the fact that no two 
bodies are exactly alike. Though all bodies 
have the same general form, and are composed 
of the same members, yet there are differences 
so great, that one is easily distinguished from 
another. Who knows but these differences 
are occasioned by, or adapted to some original 
difference in the minds that inhabit them. 

There is another consideration which leads 
to the same conclusion. In the midst of the 


great uniformity in the works of God, we dis- | 


cover atthe same time great diversity. The 
apples, and the pears, and the peaches, that 
gruw on the sane tree, difer in size and fair- 
ness. Trees and animals of the same species 
preserve a very near resemblance,and yet dif- 
fer much from each other. If we are allowed 
to reason from ‘analogy on this subject, shall we 
not conclude that the same diversity exists in 
the intellectual, that is seen in the material 
world, 

It seems, furthermore, that the Creator inten- 
ded that there shou!d be minds adapted to dif- 
erent pursuits, and fitted for different services ; 
ence He hath set in the charch “ first, apos- 

les ; secondarily, prophets ; thirdly, teachers, 

after that miracles, then gift of healing, helps, 
governinents, diversities of tongues.” In every 
age he has raised up men who appear upon the 
stage of life. as if qualified to acta particular 
and an important part. Snch were Aristotle 
and Alexander, such were Bacon and Newton, 
and such were Franklin and Washington. 

The original difference of minds must be con- 
sidered however comparatively small. Educa- 
tion increases the difference, and minds that 
were originally nearly upon the same level, 
may forever diverge from each other. In cross- 
ing the fields covered with bush and brake, the 
birds that start up along the track pursue very 
different courses; the wren fies lowand lights 
upon the nearest bush; the lark rises high, 
darts off, and drops in the grass at a distance, 
and the pheasant whirls away on rapid wing, 
and hides in the depths of the forest. So when 
you entera school room, the children that stand 
apparently upon the same Jevel,conning the 
same lessons, when fledged to flight will diverge 
from each other forever. Some will fly low 
as if tied to the earth’s surface; others will 
move in waving lines, as if more intent on 
pleasure than profit; others will go straight 
forward, as if intent on outstripping their fel-
